(a-5) The State Panel shall have jurisdiction over
col l ective bargaining matters between enpl oyee organizations
and the State of Illinois, excluding the General Assenbly of
the State of Illinois, between enployee organizations and

units of local governnment and school districts with a

popul ation not in excess of 2 mllion persons, and between
enpl oyee organizations and the Regi onal Transportation
Aut hority.

The State Panel shall consist of 5 nmenbers appointed by
the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Senate. The
Governor shall appoint to the State Panel only persons who
have had a m ninumof 5 years of experience directly rel ated
to | abor and enploynent relations in representing public
enpl oyers, private enployers or |abor organizations; or
teaching Ilabor or enploynment relations; or admnistering
executive orders or regulations applicable to |abor or
enpl oynent relations. At the tinme of his or her appointnent,
each nenber of the State Panel shall be an Illinois resident.
The Governor shall designate one nenber to serve as the

Chai rman of the State Panel and the Board.
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Notwi t hstanding any other provision of this Section, the

termof each nenber of the State Panel who was appointed by

the Governor and is in office on June 30, 2003 shal

termnate at the cl ose of business on that date or when al

of the successor nenbers to be appointed pursuant to this

anendatory Act of the 93rd GCeneral Assenbly have been

appoi nted by the Governor, whichever occurs |ater. AsS soon

as possible, the Governor shall appoint persons to fill the

vacanci es created by this anendatory Act.

The initial appointnents under this anendatory Act of the
93rd 941st General Assenbly shall be for terns as follows:
The Chairman shall initially be appointed for a term ending
on the 4th Mnday in January, 2007 2001; 2 nenbers shall be
initially appointed for ternms ending on the 4th Minday in
January, 2006 2002; one nenber shall be initially appointed
for a term ending on the 4th Monday in January, 2005 2003;

(b) The Local Panel shall have jurisdiction over
collective bargaining agreenent matters between enployee
organi zations and units of |ocal governnment with a popul ation
in excess of 2 mllion persons, but excluding the Regi onal

Transportation Authority.
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The Local Panel shall consist of one person appointed by
the Governor wth the advice and consent of the Senate (or,
if no such person is appointed, the Chairman of the State
Panel) and two additional nenbers, one appointed by the Mayor
of the Gty of Chicago and one appointed by the President of
t he Cook County Board of Comm ssioners. Appointees to the
Local Panel nust have had a m ninum of 5 years of experience
directly related to |abor and enploynent relations in
representing public enployers, private enployers or |abor
organi zations; or teaching | abor or enploynent relations; or
adm ni stering executive orders or regulations applicable to
| abor or enploynent relations. Each nenber of the Local
Panel shall be an Illinois resident at the time of his or her
appoi ntnent. The nenber appointed by the Governor (or, if no
such person is appointed, the Chairman of the State Panel)
shall serve as the Chairman of the Local Panel.

Not wi t hst andi ng any other provision of this Section, the

term of the nenber of the Local Panel who was appoi nted by

the Governor and is in office on June 30, 2003 shal

termnate at the close of business on that date or when his

or her successor has been appointed by the Gover nor,

whi chever occurs |ater. As soon as possi ble, the Governor
shall appoint a person to fill the vacancy <created by this
anendat ory Act . The initial appoi ntnent under this

anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly shall be for a

termending on the 4th Monday in January, 2007.

The initial appointnents under this amendatory Act of the
91st Ceneral Assenbly shall be for terns as follows: The
menber appointed by the Governor shall initially be appointed
for a termending on the 4th Monday in January, 2001; the
menber appointed by the President of the Cook County Board
shall be initially appointed for a term ending on the 4th
Monday in January, 2003; and the nenber appointed by the
Mayor of the City of Chicago shall be initially appointed for
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a termending on the 4th Mnday in January, 2004. Each
subsequent nenber shall be appointed for a termof 4 years,
commenci ng on the 4th Monday in January. Upon expiration of
the termof office of any appointive nenber, the nmenber shal
continue to serve until a successor shall be appointed and
qualified. 1In the case of a vacancy, a successor shall be

(c) Three nenbers of the State Panel shall at all tines
constitute a quorum Two nenbers of the Local Panel shall at

all tinmes constitute a quorum A vacancy on a panel does not

inpair the right of the remaining nenbers to exercise all of
the powers of that panel. Each panel shall adopt an official
seal which shall be judicially noticed. The salary of the

Chai rman of the State Panel shall be $82,429 per year, or as
set by the Conpensation Review Board, whichever is greater
and that of the other nenbers of the State and Local Panels
shall be $74,188 per vyear, or as set by the Conpensation
Revi ew Board, whichever is greater.

(d) Each nenber shall devote his or her entire tinme to

the duties of the office, and shall hold no other office or

position of profit, nor engage in any other business,

enpl oynent, or vocation. No nenber shall hold any other

public office or be enployed as a |abor or managenent
representative by the State or any political subdivision of
the State or of any departnent or agency thereof, or actively
represent or act on behalf of an enployer or an enpl oyee
organi zation or an enployer in |abor relations matters. Any
menber of the State Panel nmay be renoved fromoffice by the
Governor for inefficiency, neglect of duty, msconduct or
mal f easance in office, and for no other cause, and only upon
notice and hearing. Any nenber of the Local Panel nmay be
removed from office by the applicable appointive authority

for inefficiency, neglect of duty, m sconduct or nmualfeasance
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in office, and for no other cause, and only upon notice and
heari ng.

(e) Each panel at the end of every State fiscal year
shall make a report in witing to the Governor and the
Ceneral Assenbly, stating in detail the work it has done in
heari ng and deci di ng cases and ot herw se.

(f) In order to acconplish the objectives and carry out
the duties prescribed by this Act, a panel or its authorized
designees may hold elections to determ ne whether a | abor
organi zation has majority status; investigate and attenpt to
resolve or settle charges of unfair |abor practices; hold
hearings in order to carry out 1its functions; develop and
effectuate appropriate inpasse resolution procedures for
purposes of resolving |abor disputes; require the appearance
of witnesses and the production of evidence on any nmatter
under inquiry; and admnister oaths and affirmations. The
panel s shall sign and report in full an opinion in every case
whi ch they deci de.

(g) Each panel nmy appoint or enploy an executive
di rector, attorneys, heari ng of ficers, medi at ors,
fact-finders, arbitrators, and such other enployees as it may
deem necessary to perform its functions. The governing
boards shall prescribe the duties and qualifications of such
persons appoi nted and, subject to the annual appropriation,
fix their conmpensation and provide for reinbursenent of
actual and necessary expenses incurred in the perfornmance of
their duties.

(h) Each panel shall exercise general supervision over
all attorneys which it enploys and over the other persons
enployed to provide necessary support services for such
attorneys. The panels shall have final authority in respect
to conplaints brought pursuant to this Act.

(1) The followi ng rules and regul ati ons shall be adopted

by the panels neeting in joint session: (1) procedural rules
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and regul ati ons which shall govern all Board proceedi ngs; (2)
pr ocedur es for el ection of excl usi ve bar gai ni ng
representatives pursuant to Section 9, except for the
determ nation of appropriate bargaining units; and (3)
appoi ntnent of counsel pursuant to subsection (k) of this
Secti on.

(j) Rules and regulations may be adopted, anended or
rescinded only wupon a vote of 5 of the nenbers of the State
and Local Panels neeting in joint session. The adopti on,
amendnent or rescission of rules and regul ations shall be in
conformty W th t he requirenments of t he I11inois
Adm ni strative Procedure Act.

(k) The panels in joint session shall pronulgate rules
and regul ations providing for the appointnent of attorneys or
ot her Board representatives to represent persons in unfair
| abor practice proceedings before a panel. The regul ations
governing appointnment shall require t he appl i cant to
denonstrate an inability to pay for or inability to otherw se
provide for adequate representation before a panel. Such
rules must also provide: (1) that an attorney nay not be
appointed in cases which, 1in the opinion of a panel, are
clearly without nmerit; (2) the stage of the wunfair |[abor
proceeding at which counsel will be appointed; and (3) the
ci rcunst ances under which a client wll be allowed to select
counsel

(1) The panels in joint session may pronul gate rul es and
regul ati ons which allow parties in proceedi ngs before a panel
to be represented by counsel or any other representative of
the party's choice.

(m The Chairman of the State Panel shall serve as
Chairman of a joint session of the panels. Attendance of at
| east 2 nenbers of the State Panel and at | east one nenber of
the Local Panel, in addition to the Chai r man, shal

constitute a quorum at a joint session. The panels shal
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meet in joint session at |east annually.

(h) To acconplish the objectives and to carry out the
duties prescribed by this Act, the Board nmay subpoena
W t nesses, subpoena the production of books, papers, records
and docunents which may be needed as evidence on any matter
under inquiry and nmay adm ni ster oaths and affirnmations.

In cases of neglect or refusal to obey a subpoena issued
to any person, the circuit court in the county in which the
investigation or the public hearing is taking place, upon
application by the Board, may issue an order requiring such
person to appear before the Board or any nenber or agent of
the Board to produce evidence or give testinony. A failure to

obey such order may be punished by the court as in civil
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cont enpt.

Any subpoena, notice of hearing, or other process or
notice of the Board issued under the provisions of this Act
may be served personally, by registered mail or by |leaving a
copy at the principal office of the respondent required to be
served. A return, made and verified by the individual making
such service and setting forth the manner of such service, is
proof of service. A post office receipt, when registered
mail is used, is proof of service. Al process of any court
to which application nmay be nade under the provisions of this
Act may be served in the county where the persons required to
be served reside or may be found.

(2) the board of review for cases involving the
revocation of good conduct credits or a suspension or
reduction in the rate of accunul ating such credit;

(3) the board of review and reconmendation for the
exerci se of executive clenency by the Governor;

(4) the authority for establishing release dates
for certain prisoners sentenced under the law in
exi stence prior to the effective date of this anendatory
Act of 1977, in accordance with Section 3-3-2.1 of this
Code;

(5) the authority for setting conditions for parole
and mandat ory supervi sed rel ease under Section 5-8-1(a)
of this Code, and determning whether a violation of
those conditions warrant revocation of parol e or
mandatory supervised release or the inposition of other
sancti ons.

(b) The Board shall consist of 15 persons appointed by
the Governor by and wth the advice and consent of the
Senate. One nenber of the Board shall be designated by the
Governor to be Chairman and shall serve as Chairman at the
pl easure of the Governor. The nenbers of the Board shal
have had at least 5 years of actual experience in the fields
of penol ogy, corrections work, |aw enforcenent, sociology,
| aw, education, social work, nedicine, psychology, other
behavi oral sciences, or a conbination thereof. At least 6
menber s so appointed nust have had at least 3 years
experience in the field of juvenile matters. No nore than 8
Board menbers may be nenbers of the sanme political party.

Each nmenber of the Board shall serve on a full-tine ful}

Sec. 13. There is created an Industrial Comm ssion
consisting of 7 nenbers to be appointed by the Governor, by
and wth the consent of the Senate, 2 of whom shall be
representative citizens of the enploying class operating
under this Act and 2 of whom shall be representative citizens
of the class of enployees covered under this Act, and 3 of
whom shal | be representative citizens not identified wth
either the enploying or enployee classes. Not nore than 4
menbers of the Commi ssion shall be of the sanme political
party.

One of the 3 nenbers not identified wwth either the
enpl oyi ng or enpl oyee classes shall be designated by the
Governor as Chairnan. The Chairman shall be the chief
adm ni strative and executive officer of the Comm ssion; and
he or she shall have general supervisory authority over al
personnel of the Comm ssion, including arbitrators and

Comm ssioners, and the final authority in all admnistrative
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matters relating to the Comm ssioners, including but not
l[imted to the assignment and distribution of cases and
assignment of Conm ssioners to the panels, except in the
promul gati on of procedural rules and orders under Section 16
and in the determ nation of cases under this Act.

Not wi t hst andi ng the general supervisory authority of the
Chai rman, each Conm ssioner, except those assigned to the
tenporary panel, shall have the authority to hire and
supervise 2 staff attorneys each. Such staff attorneys shal

report directly to the individual Comm ssioner.

A formal training program for new y- appoi nt ed
Comm ssioners shall be inplenented. The training program
shall include the foll ow ng:

(a) substantive and procedural aspects of t he
of fi ce of Conm ssioner;

(b) current issues in workers' conpensation |aw and
practi ce;

(c) nedical lectures by specialists in areas such
as orthopedi cs, ophthal nol ogy, psychiatry, rehabilitation
counsel i ng;

A formal and ongoing professional devel opnent program
including, but not limted to, the above-noted areas shall be
i npl enent ed to keep Comm ssioners informed of recent

devel opnents and issues and to assist themin nmaintaining and
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enhanci ng their professional conpetence.
The Conmm ssioner candi dates, other than the Chairnman,

must neet one of the following qualifications: (a) |icensed

to practice lawin the State of Illinois; or (b) served as an
arbitrator at the Illinois Industrial Conm ssion for at |east
3 years; or (c) has at least 4 years of professional | abor
rel ati ons experience. The Chairman candidate nust have

public or private sector nmanagenent and budget experience, as
determ ned by the Governor.

Each Comm ssioner shall devote full time to his duties
and any Conmm ssioner who is an attorney-at-law shall not
engage in the practice of law, nor shall any Comm ssioner
hol d any other office or position of profit under the United
States or this State or any nunicipal corporation or

busi ness, enploynment, or vocation.

The term of office of each nenber of the Conmm ssion

Senate, if a vacancy occurs in t he of fice of t he
Conmi ssioner, but in no event shall a certified arbitrator
serve in the capacity of Conm ssioner for nore than 6 nonths
from the date of appointnent by the Chairman.

office. The designation of a certified arbitrator to act as
a Comm ssioner shall be considered representative of citizens
not identified with either the enploying or enpl oyee cl asses
and the arbitrator shall serve regardless of his or her
political affiliation. A certified arbitrator who serves as
an acting Conm ssioner shall have all the rights and powers
of a Comm ssioner, including salary.

Notw t hstanding any other provision of this Act, the
Governor shall appoint a special panel of Comm ssioners
conprised of 3 nenbers who shall be chosen by the Governor
by and with the consent of the Senate, from anong the current
ranks of certified arbitrators. Three nenbers shall hold
office until the Comm ssion in consultation wth the Governor
determnes that the caseload on review has been reduced
sufficiently to allow cases to proceed in a tinely manner or
for a term of 18 nonths fromthe effective date of their
appoi ntnent by the Governor, whichever shall be earlier. The
3 nenbers shall be considered representative of citizens not
identified with either the enploying or enployee classes and
shal | serve regardless of political affiliation.
